W h at a terrible thing our p re ­ 
judices are! T here are so m any 
things in life th a t all of us are 
prejudiced against and m ost of 
these th in g s are w ithout any re a ­ 
son a t all. All th a t has to be 
done is to rive som ethin*’ a “lab ­ 
el” and w ith th a t ‘‘label" we e n ­ 
vision a dem on writh seven heads 
and ten horns. 
T he only reason th a t m ost of 
us have prejudices at all is be­ 
cause wre do not u n d erstan d som e­ 
thing, and m an n atu rally fears 
w hat 
he 
does 
n o t 
u n d erstan d . 
B ut from our earliest childhood 
we have been ta u g h t to fear cer­ 
ta in 
things, 
to 
dislike 
others, 
w ithout 
any rim e or reason in 
m ost cases, except th a t th ere are 
ju st certain th in g s th a t our eld­ 
ers did not care for and so we 
ought n o t to care about them 
eithe*. 
In som e th in g s this is good, 
where, for exam ple we were told 
not to go n ear fire; we h ad no 
idea th a t fire could kill us, but 
it was well th a t we feared the
